T>arHanC?res.'~wnicli ls''a niSYbw 'strait 
of about three miles in' length, are 
found on the end nearest to the sea 
of Marmora, At the entrance in the 
Aegean sea there are fortifications 
armed tvith Krupp guns of 15, 24 and 
2S centimeters. The straits at that 
point are about three miles broad, 
then "growing larger, and afterward 
grow again much smaller, and at that 
point the chief fortifications are built. 


The Dardanelles at that point is di- 


vided int.o two straits by a small 
island. 
On the European side there 


are nine fortifications. 
The'first one 


of these has twenty-six Krupp guns 
of 21 to 23 centimeters. On the Asiatic 
side there arc three well armed forti- 
fications. 
One of these has twelve 


Krupp guns of 35 ccntimenters each. 


Could Stand Off Fleet. 
. 


These fortifications arc manned by 


two regiments. 
Their position is 


strong and as they are situated on the 
high banks of the straits they are able 
to hold up a much larger naval force 
without great danger to themselves. 
The only way.to make them harmless 
would be by attacking them from the 
high hills on the land side. To pre- 
vent this a continual line of fortifi- 
cations has been built closing the pen- 
insula off from the European side. 


These fortifications have all been 


built under the supervision of Euro- 
pean military authorities and are well 
armed with the newest guns. An at- 
tacking fleet will have the disadvan- 
tage of having to proceed one by one, 
and although it is likely that the com- 
bined nations could take some of the 
Turkish islands, the opinion of many 
naval officers -here is that they will 
not lie likely to try to sail up to Con- 
stantinople.

Mr. Cooper believes that there is a 


great future for the Filipino and that 
America holds in her hand the des- 
tiny of the far eastern islands. 
His 


meeting with Captain Richardson in 
the Moro section of the islands' was 
of peculiar local interest, as Mr. Rich- 
ardson Is a Janesville boy. 


His subject was his trip to the 


Philippines with the Taft commission 
last -summer. 
The speaker has ex- 


cellent ability as a word painter, a 
love of the beautiful and a vein of 
humor which enabled him to see many 
funny and amusing incidents on the 
trip, which were related in his inim- 
itable manner for the pleasure of his 
hearers1. 


After giving a description of the 


personel of the party, he most vivid- 
ly described the scenes of the ;3an 
Francisco harbor and the beautiful 
sunset to be seen as they passed out 
of the Golden Gate. 


His description of the entrance of 


his party into the harbor of Hawaii 
was very vivid and his hearers cer- 
tainly saw the flags1 and banners fly- 
ing to the breeze and heard the boom 
ing of the cannon as tUe various sa- 
lutes were fired. He described his 
trip on the electric railway up to the 
top of the extinct volcano, how it 
had been the scene of a final battle 
years before, and how 32,000 of the 
inhabitants leaped over the precipice 
a thousand feei to the bottom, where 
their bones are now discovered every 
little while. The sugar industry from 
the preparation of the soil to the final 
manufacture of loaf sugar • was

scribed as done on a hundred them- 
sand-acre plantation. 


He gave a few moments to impress 


on his1 hearers the importance of the 
Sandwich Islands 
to 
the

States because of their location. When

because there are no other coaling 
stations which could be of use to 
hostile fleet. 
• When the party reached Japan and 
were given the magnificent welcome 
it received from tho inhabitants of 
that progressive people" it wiust have 
"been the supreme moment in the 
lives of each one of them. 
It does 


not seem, as described by Mr. Coop- 
er, that any other party of voyagers 
ever received siich an ovation. 
The 


American flag in Japan means some- 
thing- and is highly honored. 


The speaker's description of the 


habits and customs of the people of 
Japan was 
exceedingly 
interesting. 


and the luncheon given by the Mika- 
do and the vis-it to the Imperial gar- 
dens were most graphically presented 
to his hearers. 


The party's visit all through the 


Philippines was one of much interest 


by the speaker in the best of his ex- 
cellent ability as a word painter. 


He paid a high tribute to the ad- 


vancement made and 
the 
inherent 


worth of the Filipinos. They were, 
many fo them, well educated, while 
others were very low in the scale o£ 
human civilization. 
They were yet 


far from being capable.of self gov- 
ernment. 
They came to us: we had 


to take them: and now it is the duty 
of the people of the United States 
tn do for them the best we can, to 
help them improve their condition un- 
til they become able to care for them- 
selves.

MURDERS WIFE AT BREAKFAST 


Puts Bullet 
Into 
Lungs of 
Rival, 


Wounds an Onlooker, Hunts Up His 
Babes, and, After Their Death, Ends 
His Own Life. 


Grand Haven, Mich., Nov. 2S.—Carl 


Kolsosinshi of Chicago, a Pole, Monday 
shot and killed- his son. Eddie, aged 3, 
fatally wounded his son Max, aged 5, 
anrl Frank DabrowsUI, shot, aud seri- 
ously wounded his wife, Hattie Koko- 
sinski, and Joseph SmiUi, a neighbor, 
and then committed suicide. 


The tragedy occurred in Robinson 


township, twelve miles from this city, 
and was prompted by'jealousy. 


Kokosinski arrived here from Chi- 


cago on a boat Monday morning de- 
termined to kill his wife and Dabrow- 
ski, with whom he declared his wife 
wns living. He hired a livery rig in 
this city and drove out to the farm of 
Dabrowski, where his wife and chil- 
dren were. On the way out Kokosin- 
ski would get out of the rig and take 
occasional shots at.roadside stumps, 
inviting the driver to join him in this 
sport. But he never intimated- what 
was on. his mind. 


Creeps Up on Victims. 


Kokosinski left the buggy a quarter 


of a mile from 
his destination and 


•walked the remainder o£ the distance. 
He met Matthew Brandert, a farmer, 
and, exhibiting his revolver, told him 
what he was going to do. Brandert 
was frightened by the man's actions 
and notified other neighbors, but they 
arrived upon the scene too late' to 
avert the tragedy. 


Kokosinski crept into the' Dabrow- 


ski farm house while the family was 
at brealifast. 
His wife received the 


first bullet from his revolver without a 
word of warning. 
He fired again, 


wounding her this time in the arm. 
Then 
Kokosinski 
shot 
Dabrowski 


through the 
lungs. • Joseph. Smith, 


who happened to be there on business, 
received a flesh wound in the stom- 
ach. 
Smith pleaded that his life be 


spared, and the murderer] allowed him 
to run out through the door. 


Wife Will Survive. 


In the meantime Mrs. Kokosinski 


and Dabrowski also escaped from the 
house, though desperately wounded. 
KokosinKki did not pursue them, but, 
hunting for his ".ittle boys, aged 5 and 
3 years, sent a bullet into the brain of 
each. Kokosinski's gun bore but one 
more shell, and this he put in his own 
brain, dying instantly.
